PUNJAB UNIVERSITY (CHANDIGARH) 

The Central Government (Ministry of Education & 
Youth Services) have accorded approval vide their letter 
No. D.2132/71 ILL dated 7-5-1971, to the following 
regulations : 

1, Regulation 5 relating to Syndicate at page 51 of the 
Calendar, Volume 1, 1970, shall read as under : — 

5. The Syndicate shall have power to transfer sums 
(other than these voted lo‘r salaries, or given by 
the donors for special objects) not exceeding 
Rs. 5,000, to increase the allotment for any one 
object for which provision bas already been made; 
to transfer sums, not exceeding Rs. 5,000 to meet 
new expenditure on any one object for which no 
provision has been made; to sanction unforeseen 
expenditure on any one head of expenditure not 
exceeding Rs. 10,000, in a year. All such trans- 
fers for the purposes of new expenditure and all 
such sanctions shall be reported at the next meet- 
ing of the Senate. 

2. Regulation 29 relating to Board of Finance at page
